WASHINGTON. — Israel Defence 
Minister Ezer Wolsman emerged 
yesterday from a White House 
meeting with UA President Jim- 
my Carter, praising last week’s 
U.S. decision to attempt to rescue 
the American hostages in Iran. 

“I met an ohl friend who. I think, 
took a courageous decision," Welz* . 
man told reporters Immodlatelv 
after nil p«v#‘e <Wilou s'.L' 
Carter. 

Weizman. who met earlier in the 
day at the Pentagon with Defence 
Secretory Harold Brown, forcefully 
denied that Israel had played any 
role whatsoever In the aborted U.S* 
mission or had even known about It 
(n advance. 

The defence minister refused to 
comment on the U.B. operation, ex-, 
plaining that he was not fully in- : 
formed of alt the details. He merely 
repeated: “I take my hot off to a 
very difficult decision." 

Ambassador Kvron joined Weiz- 
man later for a farewell session at 
the State Department with former 
secretary of state Cyrus Vance, 
who resigned on Monday because of 
his opposition to the military rescue 
operation. Weizman was returning 
to Israel later last night to be on 
hand tor the arrival in Tel Aviv of 
his Egyptian counterpart. Gen. 
Kama! Hassan All. 


Asked whether Vance's resigna- 
tion would affect the Israel-Egypt 
peace talks, Weizman replied that 
the process was not dependent on 
one person. 

But he added that things could 
change depending on the Individual 
named to replace Vance. 

Weizman said that he and Carter 
had discussed the ongoing 
autonomy negotiations, . and that 
both men had agreed that the 
process should be "•xp*dtted" so 
' a >cw conclusions cotu.. oei -uca- 
cd. 

. A good part of Welzraan's discus- 
sion with Carter was devoted to the 
current, non-stop effort to meet the 
May 2fl goal established a year ago. 

At the Pentagon, Weizman and 
Brawn reviewed various U.S. arms 
sales to Israel "already in the 
pipeline" as wen as Washington's 
willingness to allow Israel to co- 
produce the U.S. engine elated to 
power the new generation Israeli- 
made fighter, the L&vie. 

Weizman met briefly with Vice- 
President Walter Mondale In the 
White House Immediately following 
the session with Carter. 

. Mondale had been scheduled to 
accompany Weizman to the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota on Monday, 
where the defence minister receiv- 
ed an honorary doctorate. Mondale 
asked the White House liaison to the 
Jewish community, Alfred Moses, 
to fill in. 


Haddad in Haifa hospital 
after his jeep hits a mine 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
METULLA. — ‘ South Lebanon 
militia commander Sa’ad Haddad 
was slightly wounded yesterday 
when his Jeep went over a mine 
near Rab-a-UaJatto not tor from 
Kibbutz Mlsgav Am. 

Also Injured in the explosion were 
four of his men. 

The wounded were treated at the 
clinic along the Good Fence here 
before Haddad and one of his men 
were transferred to Haifa's Ram* 
bam Hospital. 

The hospital's acting director, 
Dr. Leon Epstein, said last night 
that Haddad was "very slightly in- 
jured" in his leg. He was being ex- 
amined and It was considered likely 
that he could be allowed to return 
home this morning. 

Reporters were not permitted to 
talk to Haddad last night. . 

The rescue operation traversed 
the Kant&ra-Talbe road, controlled 
Jointly by the militia men and 


Nigerian UNIFIL troops. Nigerian 
troops near the Talbe checkpost at 
first tried to prevent evacuation of 
the wounded but were later per- 
suaded to open the barrier. 

The terrorists whom Haddad and 
his men were pursuing when they 
ran over the mine escaped into the 
Nigerian-held sector and were seen 
J hiding near a Nigerian post. A large 
~ Nigerian force closed off Kantara 
to stop Haddad's forces from 
proceeding. 

A Haddad spokesman In Klea 
said a strongly worded protest had 
been sent to the Nigerian force 
alter Haddad reported to the 
"UNIFIL command that he no 
longer recognized its authority. He 
claims General Emmanuel Ersklne 
' has lost control over his men. Had- 
dad also elaims that the UNIFIL 
troops have ceased taking orders 
from the UNIFIL command In 
N&kura. Instead acting only In coor- 
dlnatlon with their own 
governments.

U.S. special envoy Sol Linowttz flew 
Into Tel Aviv yesterday at the head 
of the U.S. delegation, and Egyp- 
tian Premier Muatapha Khalil, 
flanked by ministers Kama! 
Hassan Alt and Butros Gh&U. Is due 
here today from Cairo. 

There seems little realistic 
prospect that the autonomy 
framework can be completely , 
fleshed out hy the target date. But 
all three sides hope to achieve suf- 
ficient progress to Justify — both in 
their own eyes and those of a seep* 
tlcal world — continuing talks 
beyond May 26. 

Linowisz yesterday pointedly 
referred to the "many problems 
still to he overcome and mar.7 
issues which need a solution." He 
added: "I deeply beUeve that all 
these problems are soluble. If we 
have the will and the determina- 
tion. wc will be able to solve 
them... History will not forgive us 
If we fail." 

Linowttz said Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance’s resignation, which 
he "respected," would not affect 
the administration's foreign policy. 

Due to meet with Premier 
Menahcm Begin In Jerusalem this 
morning. Linowitz indicated yester- 
day that he had brought an 
American response to the four- 
point paper which Begin presented 
to President Jimmy Carter In 
Washington earlier this month.

Sen. Muskie 
named new 
sec’y of state 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
President Jimmy Carter has 
a nnounced that De moc r atic 
Senator Edmund Muskie is to 
be secretary of state, 
succeeding Cyrus Vance who 
quit in protest against the abor- 
tive Iran hostage rescue 
mission. 

The president personally made 
the announcement lo the White 
House press room with 68-vear-old 
Muskie. a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
chairman of the Budget Com- 
mittee. standing beside him. 

Carter sold Acting Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher would re- 
main as deputy secretary under 
Muskie. 

House of Representatives 
Speaker Thomas O'Neill said of 
Muskte's selection. "I think he'll do 
a hell of a Job." 

Carter called Congressional 
teaders to the White House for a 
late afternoon meeting to tell them 
of his choice. 

Sources in Muskie’s office earlier 
said Carter called the senator on

Strong and consistent 
supporter of Israel

WASHINGTON. — Democratic 
Senator Edmund Muskie of Maine, 
named yesterday by President 
Chrter to succeed Cyrus Vance as 
secretary of State, has been a 
strong and consistent supporter of 
Israel during his nearly 20 years in 
the U.S. Congress. 

Muskie, who ran unsuccessfully 
as the late Hubert Humphrey's 
vice- presidential running mate in 
the 1968 presidential campaign 
against Richard Nixon, has always 
voted In favour of foreign aid 
legislation for Israel. 

"He*s never been against Israel 
on anything." a pro-Israel source In 
Congress said yesterday. 

The source noted, however, that 
in recent years, after Muskie 
returned as a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the 
lawmaker rarely adopted a 
leadership stance on Israel or Mid- 
dle Eastern-related Issues. 

Muskie was apparently selected 
by Carter because the senator la 


well- liked by his colleagues, who 
must confirm his nomination 
following extensive hearings. 

Pro-Israel sources in Congress 
and the American Jewish com- 
munity — as well as Israeli 
diplomats here in Washington — 
were pleased by the Muskie 
nomination. 

Several sources suggested that 
Muskie might serve as a counter- 
force to the professional "Arabists" 
in the State Department, who have 
lately become Increasingly more 
assertive in their criticism of 
Israel. 

But other diplomatic sources in- 
sisted that no dramatic change in 
U.S. policy should be expected 
because President Carter, more 
. than anyone else in the administra- 
tion. still largely determines the 
shape of policy. 

Muskie has been among the most 
active leaders in the Senate on 
behalf of tree emigration for Soviet 
Jews. For several years, he has in- 
troduced legislation calling for 
financial aid for Israel to resettle 
Soviet Jews.

Sun heaters mandatory 
in new buildings 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
All new buildings in Israel will 
have to be equipped with solar 
water heating systems, according 
to new regulations officially 
gazetted this week. 

The move cornea at the initiative 
of the Energy Ministry and with 
cabinet backing. 

The regulations also provide for a 
back-up heating system to boost the 
solar heating tank water to 50 
degrees C. Also taken into con- 
sideration are architectural and 
aesthetic factors. 

The new requirements come Into 
fore'e an July 17.

PEKING (AP). — High school 
students who observe ants' 
behaviour to forecast the weather 
are right about 80 per cent of the 
time, China's official Xinhua news 
agency reported on Monday.

TEL AVIV. — Some of the Liberal 
Party supporters of Jewish Agency 
chairman Arye Dulzin in his bid for 
the post of party chairman say they 
will advise him to exercise more 
discretion In his public statements. 
In particular, they want him to be 
careful about implying that he is 
dissatisfied with the prime 
minister. 

Dulzin announced his decision to 
run for party chairman on televi- 
sion Monday night. But he went on 
to say that he would like to see the 
Likud list for the Tenth Knesset 
headed by Defence Minister Ezer 
Wcizman — even if Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin wished to run 
again. 

If Herut again backed Begin, 
there would be a conflict between it 
and the Liberals, he said. 

Dulzin '5 chief backer in his 
challenge to Deputy Prime 
Minister Slmha Ehrlich is Energy 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i. He told 
reporters that he, too. favours 
Weizman at the top of the Likud's 
list "eventually." 


Ho did not go so far ns to Suggest 
that the Likud drop Begin- 

Prominent members of the 
Moda'i camp told The Puxl last 
night that they had been taken 
aback by Dulzin's statements and 
"would like to put him in his place." 
even though they agree with Dulzin 
that Wcizman may be the Likud's 
best electoral hope. 

They argued that Dulzin's hints 
about a possible break-up of the 
Likud had estranged a good many 
party members whose support was 
vital in any attempt to beat Ehrlich. 

In the last few days. Ehrlich has 
gone out of his way to stress his 
loyalty to the prime minister and to 
deny that he has been clandestinely 
active in attempts to create a new 
centre party headed by Weizman. 
Ehrlich now says that Wcizman is 
his man only if Begin bows out. 

Deputy Minister Yoram Aridor. 
chairman of Hcrut’s secretariat, 
yesterday took Dulzin to task for his 
television statement, saying that he 
should not meddle In Herut’s inter- 
nal affairs. He said that Herut is 
solidly united behind Begin and that 
there is not even a suggestion that 
he should be replaced. 


Marches, rallies planned 
to celebrate May Day

TEL AVTV. — Commercial life and 
public services will be disrupted 
tomorrow as hundreds of thousands 
of workers take the day off to mark 
May Day. 

But schools. Supersol markets, 
private businesses and public 
transport will function, although 
they may be understaffed. 

The main event will be a mass 
demonstration, here at 21 a.m. The 
Histadrut said it expects more than 
50,000 people to march down Rehov 
Ibn Gvirol from the Yarkon River 
to Kikar Male he l Ylsr&el, where 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel will address the 
demonstrators at about 12.30 p.ra. 

Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
yesterday called on the Histadrut to 
realise that its May Day rally will 
do nothing to cure the country’s 
econom y. 

“If speeches and slogans, with 
demonstrators bused in from 
Metulla to Eilat could solve our 
problems, I would stage such 


rallies myself." the minister said in 
Haifa at a luncheon during the 20th 
convention of Israel's Rotary clubs. 

May Day events will begin this 
evening with meetings in Labour 
councils and at a mock trial of 
Israeli society at the Ohel Shem 
hall in Tel Aviv. In the "trial." 
organized by Hanoar Haoved 
Ve'halomed, participants will dis- 
cuss the "decline in the work 
ethic." 

In Jerusalem, a May Day rally 
will be held at 5 p.m. today in front 
of the Hamashblr Lazarchan store 
in King George Street. Sponsored 
by various left-wing groups, it will 
include speakers from Black 
Panthers, Rakah, Shasi (Israeli 
Socialist Left» and the socialist 
organization in Israel. 

Haifa's traditional May Day ral- 
ly. sponsored by the local labour 
council, will be held tonight at the 
city's municipal theatre. Mayor 
Arye Gurel and council secretary 
Moshe Wertman will be the 
evening's main speakers. 


Weitz to Sharon: 

I can produce a better export 
tomato than you can

RaiftiMUi Weitz threw a tomato at 
Ariel Sharon yesterday. 

The throw was figurative but the 
tomato was real — small, round, 
tasty and fetching $4 a kilo in the 
European market. 

Weitz, chairman of the Jewish 
Agency Settlement Department, 
produced the tomato — actually, 
several kilos of them — at a press 
conference he called to berate the 
Agriculture Ministry (which 
Sharon heads 1 for prefertng con- 
ventional agriculture to the 
sophisticated, modern agriculture 
that produced the tomato. 

The criticism had at least as 
much to do with politics as with 
agriculture. The government, said 
Weitz, was building more than half 
its rural dwelling units this year, 
some 600, on the West Bank, rather 
than In farming settlements inside 
the green line. 

The farmers from the Yamit area 
being resettled in Pit'hat Shalom, 
he said, were being offered conven- 
tional farms of 40 dunams, requir- 


ing 20.000 cubic metres of water a 
. year; andrwould be producingTor a 
local market approaching, aaturar 
tion. 

On the other hand, the Southern 
Project drawn up by Weitz' depart- 
ment called for modern moshavim 
based on glasshouse growing of 
vegetables, particularly tomatoes, 
utilizing only 10 dunams and 8.000 
cubic metres of water and produc- 
ing for export. 

The conventional settlements 
that the agriculture ministry was 
planning for Pit'hat Shalom, were 
■described by Weitz as "an un- 
necessary waste of national 
resources." 

Weitz introduced Edward Peretz 
of Moshav Nitzanim who developed 
the concept of glasshouse tomato 
growing in Israel since im- 
migrating from New Zealand 
several years ago. It was the Peretz 
line of tomatoes that was produced 
at the press conference. These 
tomatoes sold for more than 81,300 
a ton in Europe, as compared with a 
rival Israeli brand that sold for 
about *500 a ton. 


WZO seeks ISlOOm. for settlements

The World Zionist Organization 
on Monday asked the Finance 
Ministry for almost ISlOOm. to es- 
tablish 10 settlements in the ad- 
ministered territories. 

Matityahu Drobless, co- 
chairman of the WZO Settlement 
Department, asked Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz for the 
money at their Monday meeting, 
but no decision was reached. 


Drobless wants the funds to es- 
tablish Mitzpe Givon and Levona in 
the West Bank hill country: 
Na'ama A, Almog B, Ro'i C and 
Mehola C in the Jordan Valley; a 
settlement on Mount Keta on the 
Golan; another in the Katif region 
of the Gaza Strip: and two 
settlements in the northern sector 
of the strip. 

The government has already ap- 
proved the establishment of the 
settlements. 


Dulzin: housing shortage is hurting aliya

Pentagon man in Cairo for 
military cooperation talks 


CAIRO iUPIL — U.S. Assistant 
Defence Secretary David McGiffert 
arrived yesterday for his second 
visit in three months and began 
talks with government leaders on 
broader military cooperation 
between Egypt and the U.S. 

McGiffert, who flew In from Am- 
man, met with Defence Minister 
Gen. Kamal Hass an All and armed 
forces chief of staff Lt. Gen. Ahmed 
Badawi. Further talks with Vice- 
President Hosnl Mubarak were 
scheduled for today. 

During McGiffert 's earlier visit 
last February, agreement was 
reached on the sale of 40 F-16 ad- 
vanced jet fighters, about 250 M60- 
A3 battle tanks and 550 MH3 ar- 
moured personnel carriers to 


Egypt. The sale is financed by a 
82b. loan. 

After talking with McGiffert for 
one hour All said: "Military 
cooperation between Egypt and the 
U.S. in the field of armament was 
discussed." ■ 

Ali said "some points" related to 
the new loan and the type of arma- 
ment sold to Egypt were "discussed 
and agreed.” 

But a U.S. official said 
McGiffert's mission covers 
"military cooperation In the broad 
sense and not just the 82b. military 
loan." 

AH said there Is a possibility that 
U.S. Defence Secretary Harold 
Brawn will visit Egypt In the first 
half of May.

The newspaper reported yester- 
day that the Russians, who picked 
up signals while the mission was in 
progress, warned Iran's 
revolutionary government that an 
airborne force was en route over 
the desert. 

In Washington, a Pentagon 
spokesman yesterday denied the 
reports. 

Sources also said the rescue plan 
for the hostages in Teheran includ- 
ed diversions such as student up- 
risings. fires and riots. Had the mis- 
sion succeeded, as many as 3,000 
Iranians may have taken part. in the 
rescue, and the Hostages were to 
have been extracted from the em- 


bassy in the resulting chaos. 

In Washington. CBS News 
reported yesterday that U.S. 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
almost called off last Thursday's 
unsuccessful U.S. rescue operation 
, after 1‘Ha'aretz" published a report 
eartter'Sihat morning speculating 
about" such a mission. 

The report was based on what 
Israeli military intelligence 
sources disclosed were lhe in- 
creased number of U.S. Air Force 
flights originating from Egypt. 

CBS News in Tel Aviv broadcast 
the report early Thursday morning, 
Washington time, just as the 
attempted rescue was about to 
begin. It was immediately brought 
to Brown's attention, and he feared 
that Iran also might have 
monitored the CBS report or the 
original newspaper story. 

But Brown concluded that the 
chances of Iran's having done so 
were remote, and ordered the mis- 
sion to begin as scheduled, CBS 
reported yesterday. 


Army discharge papers won’t say why 


TEL AVIV. — Army discharge 
papers will be changed in the near 
future to eliminate all reference to 
the reason for discharge. Tat-Aluf 
Eran Dolev, IDF surgeon general, 
announced yesterday. Dolev also 
announced the creation of a special 
IDF mental health centre to deal 
specifically with "special groups of 
persons" who seem to have a 
higher than average incidence of 
psychological problems. 

Dolev stressed that the problem 
with the present discharge papers 
was not the army, but the stigma 
the public places on someone dis- 
charged for psychiatric reasons. 
Although many employers demand- 
ed to sec discharge papers before 
hiring a person. "There is no legal 
basis for this demand, and the dis- 
charged soldier could refuse to 


show them," he added. 

Dolev said that the present army 
mental health officers deal with two 
types of persons. The first group, 
which he said Is "very small," con- 
sists of those who have real psy- 
chiatric problems. These people 
are discharged from army service. 

The second group, be said, is 
much larger and consists of persons 
with healthy personalities who fail 
to adjust properly to the demands 
and pressures of military life. 
Many of their slight breakdowns 
also come from personal problems 
at home, he added. 

"These boys and girls are 
perfectly healthy," he said, "but 
they do have problems of adjust- 
ment to a new way of life. Once they 
manage this step, they are just as 
good soldiers as anyone else."

Panny Matt: Gush Emumm 
a ‘catalyst for extremism’

Gush Em uni m sometimes acts as 
a catalyst for extremism In the ad- 
ministered territories. Aluf Danny 
Matt, coordinator of operations in 
the areas, told the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
yesterday. 

Matt, reporting to the committee 
on the recent unrest in Judea and 
Samaria, was accompanied by the 
military commander of Judea and 
Samaria, Tat-Aluf Blnyamin Ben- 
Eliezer. 

Ben-Eliezer said there was 
evidence that the unrest during the 
past few weeks had been fanned by 
elements identified with the PLO, 
and with the rejectionlst front in 
particular. 

MK Rabbi Halm Druckman 
(NRP \ submitted a list of 24 in- 
cidents that had occurred In the last 
few weeks In Samaria alone, and 
warned that the situation was get- 
ting out of hand. He attributed the 
deterioration to the authorities' 
failure to react when local Arab 
personalities publicly called for the 
destruction of Israel. 

"The only solution is a strong- 
handed policy," Druckman said. 

Here he was interrupted by Yossi 


Sarid ( Alignment), who said: "The 
present situation proves that we 
should get out of the areas as soon 
as possible." 

Druckman went on to make a 
strong attack on Rabbi Meir 
Kahane for "deflecting the national 
energies from the main challenge, 
which Is to consolidate our hold on 
Eretz Yisrael." 

Binyamin Halevy (Democrats) 
described Kahane as ‘‘a- 
provocateur who must be brought 
under control." 

The committee also discussed thf 
situation in South Lebanon, a"* 
several members agreed that the 
friction between the militias am. 
UNTF1L was harming Israel. 

Amnon Rubinstein (Shairj saic 
the continued existence of the ir. 
dependent enclaves was vital foi 
Israel's security, but that Israel' i 
inability to control Sa'ad Haddad's 
forces presented a danger. 

Rubinstein said Israel should 
make it clear that it did not wart 
UNIFIL to remain in South 
Lebanon permanently, and that It 
should stipulate that UNIFIL would 
be allowed to extend the areas now 
under its control only to eject ail the 
PLO elements that were now being 
allowed to take shelter there. 


T unisian draft calls for Palestine state 


NEW YORK (Reuter). — A draft 
resolution affirming the right of the 
Palestinian people to establish an 
independent state was circulated at 
the UN yesterday, as the Security 
Council prepared to resume its ad- 
journed debate on Palestinian 
rights. 

The resolution, sponsored by 
Tunisia, the council's only Arab 
member, was not expected to be 
voted on yesterday (late last night, 
Israel time). council sources said. 

Should the draft eventually be 
vetoed by the U.S., third world and 


communist states are expected (c 
call for an emergency special ses 
sion of the General Assembly

The draft would affirm that tin 
Palestinian people "should be enabl 
ed to exercise its Inalienable 
national right of self-: 4 
determination, including the righ 
to establish an Independent state it 
Palestine." 

It would also affirm that Israe 
should withdraw from all the Aral 
territories occupied since 1967, in 
eluding Jerusalem. 


Israeli convicted abroad may be held 
till end of extradition hearings 


The Supreme Court ruled yester- 
day th&t a person whose extradition 
has been requested by another 
country may be detained until the 
completion of the proceedings, even 
if he Is an Israeli citizen and as such 
is not extraditable. 

Justice Aharon Barak handed 
down this decision in the case of 
Dov Ore ns t el n, who jumped ball 
and fled to Israel after being 
sentenced in Canada to 18 years In 
jail for the possession of dangerous 
drugs for commercial purposes. 

The amendment to the Offences 
Committed Abroad Law, passed by 
the Knesset in January 1978, 
precludes the extradition of Israeli 
nationals: but it provides that 
anyone who has been duly con- 
victed and .sentenced- abroad. Jias . 
^evaded serving; his; sentence, and \ 
"has taken refuge in Israel, may be 


required to complete his sentem 
in Israel.

Tennessee, when Carter phoned, 
said during his last campaign for 
the Senate In 1976 that he would not 
run again. 

A Muskie aide, who asked not to 
be identified, said the senator has 
remained neutral In the presidental 
contest but has "used every oppor- 
tunity to say nice things about 
Carter." 

In 1978 Muskie headed a U.S. mis- 
sion to China. 

The selection come as a surprise 
to the rank-and-file at the State 
Department. 

One official, who asked not to be 
identified, said he was relieved 
Carter had not chosen Warren 
Christopher, the deputy secretary 
whom Carter had named acting 
secretary of state upon Vance's 
resignation. 

"It would have meant the presi- 
dent didn't really care about this 
building," he said. “The feeling 
here about Christopher is that he 
hasn't made a decision In three 
years. 

Senator Muskie was an un- 
successful presidential candidate In 
1972. Before entering the Senate in 
1959 he served for four years as 
governor of Maine. 

His nomination as secretary of 
state is subject to Senate confirma- 
tion. which is expected to be ob- 
tained easily. 


Carter's choice of Muskie can 
as a surprise. Earlier speculatk 
had centred on Vance’s deput.

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Cairo synagogue 
to be restored

CAIRO. — The World Sephardi 
Federation in Geneva has donated 
$700,000 towards the restoration of 
Egypt's main synagogue In down- 
town Cairo. 

The restoration workers, who ex- 
pect the work to be completed in six 
months, are repainting (he syn- 
agogue inside and out, revamlshing 
the oak chairs, replacing cracked 
flagstones and putting In new stain- 
ed glass window panes where the 
old ones arc broken. 

The synagogue, built In 1009 by an 
Italian architect named Blanchl, 
was left to decay in the years 
following the Sues war of 1090, when 
most of Egypt's Jews fled the coun- 
iry. 

A large part of the money will go 
to protect the structure from 
ground water, which Is now only 1.5 
metres under the marble floor-tUea.

U.S. firm forces conversion to Islam

A U.S. firm Involved in conver- 
ting employees to the Moslem 
religion as a prerequisite for work- 
ing In Saudi Arabia has engaged In 
an “offensive and un-American 
practice, “ the Antl-Defair.aticn 
League of B'nal B’rith has charged, 
it was learned yesterday. 

Abraham H. Fox man. ADL'a 
associate national director, called 
on U.S. religious leaden and others 
"who value freedom of belief*' to 
Join in protesting the actions of the 
Fort Worth. Texas, branch of 
Dynalectroa Corp. 

According to ADL, Dynalectron 
recruited helicopter pilots and 
crews to serve In the Mecca area 
for fire prevention duty during 
pilgrimages. At some point in the 
orientation process, the recruits 
were laid that they would have to 
convert to Islam since non-Moslems 


arc forbidden in the area according 
to Saudi Arabian law. 

Foxman said Dynalectron set up 
Moslem eon version programmes 
involving several days of instruc- 
tion under the guidance of a 
Moslem hired by the firm for that 
purpose. 

The ADL said that even support 
personnel in the helicopter 
programme, not hired for duty at 
Mecca and therefore not required 
to be Moslems, were “encouraged 1 * 
to convert to Islam. All told, during 
197S-T0, 30 Dynalectron employees, 
including five pilots, converted. 

Following the conversion course 
in Fort Worth. ADL said, the 
recruits were flown to Tokyo to get 
instruction in operating special 
Kawasaki flre-fighting helicopters. 
Dynalectron is the sub-contractor 
to Kawasaki Heavy Industries in 
supplying helicopter crews to Saudi 
Arabia.

The Hadassah University 
Hospital at Eln Kerem has opened a 
special clinic to diagnose cancer In 
women's reproductive organa. 

The most comprehensive of Its 
kind in Israel, the clinic concen- 
trates all the hospital's relevant 
technology In one ward where 
womer. have thorough cancer 
checks. 

The doctors staffing the new 
clinic yesterday told a press con- 
ference announcing Its establish- 
ment that there Is no better method 
for treating cancer than "routine 
eheekups and early detection." 

The doctors cited statistics show- 
ing that Western women are par- 
ticularly prone to cancer of the 
ovaries*, while cancer of the cervix 
hits more frequently at women in 
the lowest socio-economic brackets. 
They also noted that older women, 
whose numbers are growing in

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EEC leaders support 
Carter on rescue try 


LUXEMBOURG tUPIi. — Euro- 
pean loaders t ided a two-dny sum- 
mil on Monday night by solidly sup- 
porting: U S. President Jimmy 
Carter in the Iranian hostage crises 
and expressing regret over the 
resignation of Secretary of State 
.Cyrus Vance. 

“Regret among the government 
chiefs and foreign ministers about 
the resignation of Vance is 
general.” West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt told reporters. 

The heads of government and 
Torcign ministers of the nine-nation 
European Economic Community 
adopted a formal statement suppor- 
ting Carter’s attempts to win 
release of the hostages and blasting 
the Soviet Union for Its armed In- 
tervention In Afghanistan. 

Schmidt went out of his way to 
deny reports that he had been 
irritated with Carter over last 
week's unsuccessful mission to 
rescue the hostages, or about lack 
of consultation with the European 
allies in advance of the operation. 

“This is nonsense,” he said. ”If it 
;had been our hostages, if it had 
been German citizens, and we had 
to undertake a rescue operation, we 
'would not have put other 
governments in the world in the pic- 
ture About what we were planning. 
It's already hard enough to keep 


secrets in your own shop." 

The summit leaders stressed, 
however, that they favoured' only 
peaceful solutions to the Iranian 
crisis and said they would oppose 
military measures. 

Thatcher said: "A rescue opera- 
tion is not within the normal mean- 
ing of military force.” But she said 
mining harbours or blockading the 
Iranian coast would be "a totally 
different dimension-." 


Diplomatic sources said there 
was considerable concern among 
the leaders about the departure of 
Vance because he was considered 
In Europe as the most moderate in- 
fluence in Carter’s immediate cir- 
cle. 

The European leaders met to try 
to solve an Internal dispute over 
British demands to pay less into the 
Common Markets budget, and a 
related British veto on proposals by 
the other members to increase 
farm support prices by 5 per cent. 
On these Issues, the summit failed 
to reach agreement. 


The leaders reaffirmed a decision 
taken by foreign ministers last 
week to Impose a near total trade 
embargo on Iran by May 17 if 
decisive progress had not been 
made toward releasing the S3 
hostages.

MOSCOW. — The Communist Par- 
ty newspaper "Pravda" yesterday 
warned Washington td keep Its 
hands off Cuba and charged that 
the Carter administration had un- 
leashed a “noisy anti-Cuban cam- 
paign."

"Socialist Cuba is not alone," the 
newspaper said. "It has on its side 
friends and allies, above all the 
Soviet Union, and other countries of 
the socialist community. "They 
declare: ‘Hands off Cuba.’" 

Meanwhile. Florida has declared 
a state of emergency In the Key 
West and Miami areas and appeal- 
ed to Washington for aid to deal 
with the estimated 3.500 Cuban 
refugees already arrived in the 
state. 

And In the calm following the re- 


cent storm, 50 small boats left Key 
West, in a long thin line yesterday 
morning for Cuba. 

One captain said the convoy 
planned to stay together to prevent 
a repeat of Sunday’s havoc that saw 
boats scattered all over the Florida 
Straits and the U.S. coast guard 
deluged with distress calls. 

Radio Havana, quoting the Com- 
munist Party newspaper “ Gran- 
ina.” said more than 1,700 boats 
were in Mari el harbour, Cuba, 
waiting for the break In the weather 
to load refugees. 

Inland, a band of Cuban- 
Americans led by a middle-aged 
Miami automobile exporter is play- 
ing war games in southwest Florida 
in hopes of "liberating" Cuba.

Ethiopia yesterday appealed for 
urgent international assistance to 
help five million drought victims in 
the south and east of the country. 

Ethiopian Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Commission director Shimeis 
Adugna said food, medicine, 
medical equipment, vehicles and 
clothing were needed to avert 
"an impending catastrophe." 

Addressing members of the Addis 
Ababa diplomatic community, he 
said "any delay in the provision of 
these items will soon result In 
untold misery." 

He said the drought covered nine 
of Ethiopia’s 14. administrative 
regions and affected five million 
people. 

A ministerial committee which 
recently toured the worst hit areas 
found that up to 50 per cent of 
livestock had died because of a lack 
of water and pasture. 


Cronkite denies he

WASHINGTON (AP). — 

Newscaster Walter Cronkite of the 
Columbia Broadcasting Company 
flatly denied yesterday that he 
would consider sunning for vice- 
president on a ticket with presiden- 
tial hopeful John Anderson. 

Cronkite. named In polls as one of 
the most popular and highly trusted 
men in America, was quoted in the 
May 3 issue of "New Republic" 
magazine as saying he would be 
honoured to join Anderson In the 
1980 presidential race.

Amnesty International: 


Major crackdown’ on 


Soviet dissidents

LONDON. — a "major 
crackdown" on dissidents In the 
Soviet Union in the past six months 
was reported here yesterday by 
Amnesty International. Since Oc- 
tober. at least 100 people have been 
arrested or imprisoned for the non- 
violent exercise of their human 
rights. 

Details of the situation, Including 
the names of the 100 arrested, were 
released by Amnesty at a press con- 
ference held to mark' the publica- 
tion of its report "Prisoners of 
Conscience in tbe Soviet Union: 
Their Treatment and Conditions," 
which covers a five-year period up 
to last summer. The deterioration 
since then was revealed at the press 
conference. 

A spokesman for Amnesty said 
that apart from those arrested or 
imprisoned, they had received in- 
formation about “the widespread 
harassment, intimidation, short- 
term detention and even physical 
ill-treatment of many other dis- 
senters.” 

He expressed concern at "recent 
but as yet unconfirmed reports” 
that prisoners of conscience serving 
terms of exile or imprisonment will 
not be allowed to leave their places 
of exile or be visited by relatives 
during the summer because of the 
Olympics. One may draw a fairly 
obvious connection between the 
crackdown and the advent of the 
Olympics," he said. 

The 200-page report makes It 
clear that the Soviet authorities, far 
from improving the treatment of 
dissidents following the Helsinki 
agreement, have arrested and 
abused them in increasing- 
numbers. 

The report shows that between 
June 1975 and the autumn of 1979 at 
least 400 persons have been im- 
prisoned or otherwise restricted for 
exercising fundamental human 
rights.. Political prisoners are sub- 
jected* to chronic hunger and hard 
labour, and are given Inadequate 
medical care. 

"Jewish prisoners,” the report 
states, "are frequently singled out 
for special abuse." It quotes from a 
statement issued by a group of 
Jewish prisoners in Perm (at the 
western approaches to the Ural 
Mountains) in 1973 or 1974 which, it 
says, is representative of the views 
of many Jewish prisoners. 

The statement speaks of the 
authorities provoking antl-Jewlsh 
Incidents, utilizing Informers, and 
imposing "additional punishment 


upon the Jews." 

It also says that conversations in 
Hebrew or Yiddish are subject to 
punishment “because these 
languages are not understood by 
the guards and therefore their con- 
tent cannot be checked. The study 
of Hebrew is prohibited. Interna’ 
letters in Hebrew or Yiddish art 
banned and confiscated." 

Amnesty states that it "still ha 
not heard of a single case in which ; 
Soviet court has acquitted anyone 
charged with a political or religlom 
offence. Most trials are technical!? 
open, but the courtroom is norm on 
packed with specially invite 
groups, and friends and relatives ■ 
the accused are systematical! 
barred." 

Once sentenced, they face wfc. 
many have described as ••th 
harshest part of their punishment 

transport In overcrowded wagor. 
or vans, often without adequat 
food, water, or ventilation 
stopovers in damp, dirty transl 
cells and exposure to attack b 
criminal prisoners." 

Vehicles built to hold 11 peopl 
often carry twice that number o 
more. There is a report that in Apr: 
of last year in Kazan, 17 prisoner 
died of suffocation In a van that ha 
been left in the sun. 

These conditions are usually ir 
tensifled once in prison. 

One of the most dlsturbin 
chapters of the report deals wit 
psychiatric abuse. Amnesty says ' 
knows of more than 100 people dui 
ing the period covered by th 
report, who were forcibly confine 
to psychiatric hospitals for exe> 
rising their human rights. In som 
cases, they spent 15 or 20 year 
there. 

"There Is no legal code governln 
conditions of detention in sue 
hospitals.” Hence the inmate 
"have no guaranteed process b 
which to seek redress or ps; 
chiatric or juridical errors c 
abuses. They may write letters oni 
at the discretion of their doctoi 
and then usually only to relatives 

Throughout their confinenoen 
they are virtually cut off from t) 
outside world and are sometime 
subjected to “arbitrary, oftf 
sadistic and sometimes fat 
beatings." 

Many prisoners of conscien' 
have been arbitrarily treated w 1 
drugs while confined to psychiatx 
, hospitals. Powerful tranquillize 
are used routinely as punishme 
and as a form of pressure on cL 
sent era to renounce their belie 
and behaviour.

ACCORDING TO AN an old friend 
and army colleague, Beckwith has 
always enjoyed this affection from 
men under .his command: "He 
tends to shepherd, and be gentle 
with hfs .troops,” this man said. 
"Bui he's murder on his key subor- 


dinate officers. He's chewed up a 
lot of officers — ha’s fired a lot 
because they didn't measure up to 
his exacting standards." 

Unorthodox behaviour has kept 
Beckwith from winning hia star as a 
general, according to many 
Associates. “I guess the term 
•singleness of purpose' fits Charlie 
as well os anyone I know.” one 
colleague and friend said. "I guess 
he forgets niceties... It takes a lot of 
fancy footwork to work with the 
burcAucracy these days, and 
Charlie doesn't have that 
footwork." 

Friends long ago named him 
"Charging Charlie.'* A former 
Green Beret officer who knew 
Beckwith said he found it hard to 
believe that the colonel could have 
called off the hostage rescue. 

"Charlie would have efrred on the 
side of risk rather than caution. He 
would go ahead Just so as not to 
have been perceived as a quitter. So 
when President Carter says his 
decision is based on the recommen- 
dation of the on-site commander, I 
find that hard to believe. There 
must be some other sensitive fac- 
tors that can't be discussed. 

“Charlie would have gone ahead 
with fewer helicopters, and if be 
didn't have enough for both Ids 
troops and the hostages. 1 could see 
him putting the hostages on the 
choppers, staying behind with the 
troops and fighting his way out of 
Teheran." 

RELATIVES say they know and 
believe Beckwith's military reputa- 
tion. but that they see a very 
different side of him. If people 
"could see him with his three 
girls," Beckwith's sister-in-law 
said, “they could sec the gentleness 
and the compassion."

In- 
cluding envious colleagues who are 
about his age but think they feel 
much older than Beckwith. 

The mission to Teheran was the 
first time Beckwith's unit — 
sometimes called “Charlie's 
Angola'' — hod actually put their 
exhaustive training to use.

The ancient pool is being con- 
verted into an outdoor theatre that 
will be part of the National Park 
surrounding the Old City. Work is to 
be competed by September, but 
temporary arrangements will per- 
mit a performance In two weeks on 
Jerusalem Day.. 

construction has been under way 
for several months on a IL5m. per- 
manent stage complex that includes 
befow-stage dressing and control 
rooms and an orchestra pit at the 
foot of the stage. An acoustic shell 
that can be dismantled — its design 
has not yet been completed — will 
be set up before performances but 
removed afterwards in order not to 
create a visual intrusion. 

The stage is designed to accom- 
modate either full-scale orchestral 
and ballet performances or one- 
man shows. It is sited near the north- 
western edge of the pool, where 
• --David's Tower will provide a 
backdrop for television coverage.

architect is Robert Pressman. 

"The most difficult problem was 
where to place the stage." said 
Ratuunlmoff. The architects ruled 
out placing it . against either the 
northern or southern ends of the 
pool. "The pool is 140 metres long. 
People at the back would be too far 
away." 

The permanent site is close to that 
vised for the 30th anniversary per- 
formance.

Although no objections to the per- 
manent theatre have been raised 
thus far, a major factor will be the 
visual impact of the acoustic shell 
and the feasibility of dismantling it 
after every performance. At pre- 
sent reckoning, it will take two or 
three days to dismantle and store 
beneath the stage. 


Spectators will sit on the ground 
or on blankets they bring with them. 
There will, be minor adjustments to 
the topography to provide comfor- 
table slopes for sitting. However, 
archaeologists of the government 
Antiquities Department, which is 
responsible for the pool, did not per- 
mit any large-scale tinkering that 
would convert the site into am ar- 
tificial amphitheatre. The stage 
itself will be paved with large 
stones. Interspersed with grass, to 
fit in more naturally with the 
background. It will be covered with 
wooden flooring for performances. 


As a "service structure," the 
stage did not require public deposi- 
tion and approval by the formal 
planning committees. 


THE POOL served as a reservoir 
for the. walled city at least since 
Crusader times., Suleiman expand- 
ed it four centuries ago and added 
the -sabil. or fountain, above its 
southern end. In more recent times, 
the drained pool served as a weekly 
animal market for the Arab popula- 
tion. Between 1948 and 1967. It lay 


between the Israeli and Jordanian 
halves of the divided city. 

The outdoor theatre may even- 
tually be used for weekly perfor- 
mances, according to Jerusalem 
Foundation director Ruth Gicshin. 
These will range from folk dancing 
to opera. . 

There will be eight entrances, the 
main one through the Khutsot 
Hayotscr crafts centre to the north. 
Other entrances will be through 
Yemin Moshe and Mount Zion. 

A major problem Is traffic noise 
on Hebron Road, an inter-city road 
that passes directly above the pool. 
The road may be' shut down during 
special performances, or heavy 
traffic diverted . to King David 
Street. An acoustical fence, may 
eventually be put up along the road. 

The former no-man’s-land of the 
Hinnom Valley also incorporates 
now an outdoor exhibition ' area 
between Birkat el-Sultan and Kbut- 
sol Hayotser, where an annual fair 
is held. Soutb of the pool, a building 
housingthe Jerusalem Youth Bank 
was dedicated last year and a 
cinematheque building Is nearing 
completion. 

It was Mayor Teddy Kollek who 
initiated the Birkat el-Sultan pro- 
ject after the success of the 30th an- 
niversary concert, which drew 12,- ■ 
000 spectators and was shown on 
television here and abroad. The 
East Jerusalem Development Cor- 
poration is also participating in the 
project. Funds for the project were 
contributed by the Hassenfeld fami- 
ly of Pawtucket, Rhode Island.

HOW CAN Soviet Jewish emigrants 
be persuaded to come to Israel? 
One proposal that wins widespread 
support among former Soviet ac- 
tivists now living in Israel is to stop 

- all aliya promotional activity in 
Vienna. Italy and New York-. 

- - Not only does such activity not 
help, they say. it actually harms the 

. cause of aliya. 

All Jews leaving Russia with en- 
try visas to Israel, they say, should 
.be compelled to actually come to 

' Israel. After seeing the country at 
first hand, they believe, most would 
choose to remain. 

One former activist who holds 
these views is Dov Schperling. a 
Prisoner of Zion who came to Israel 
in December 1988 — one of the first 
Jews to leave Russia. 

For years before receiving per- 
mission to emigrate, he was active 
in Zionist circles, eventually paying 
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the price — two years in a Soviet 
work camp. Today. Schperling Is 
married with two children, and has 
a responsible position in a state 
facility. 

Despite his strong criticism of 
current efforts to deal with the 
problem of drop-outs, he remains 
as committed as ever to the idea of 
bringing Russian Jews to Israel. 

"The facts show that the activity 
in Vienna and elsewhere is not 
effective in reducing the drop-out 
rate.” he says. “It simply does not 
bring new immigrants. And as 
much as I would like to see them 
come to Israel. I just cannot blame 
them for not.

SCHPERLING describes the aliya 
efforts in Vienna and elsewhere as 
not just ineffective, but actually 
harmful to the cause of aliya from 
the Soviet Union. 

“How much must we humiliate 
ourselves?" he asks.

Product quality vs service

Zn the present poll, more than 1300 
adults from the urban. Jewish pop- 
ulation were interviewed. They 
were selected by a sampling 
technique that ensured & good 
representation of the population by 
sex, age, education, country of 
origin, occupation, family status, 
and place of residence. 

The Interviews were conducted In 
the homes of those questioned by 
the Institute’s interviewers, who 
receive training for this purpose, 
and who are under the control of 
supervisors. 

The poll checks some 200 products 
and services used by the Israel 
public, and grades them according 
to their image, as indicated by the 
Israeli consumer. Sample 
questions: “Which company makes 
the TV set you prefer?" The answer 
is recorded on the spot by the 
interviewer. 

lources of information 

For each question, the final plac- 
ig of the companies and services Is 
jtained by counting votes cast for 
em. 

The Moat. Preferred Product, _ 
fleets' the attitude and preference 
the public to manufacturers, 
mpanles and services.

lie poll provides feedback from

he public's confidence. 

vertising methods 

iere are many companies in 
el making many products. It is 
iterest to check the sources of 
>ublic's information on products 
companies. Two types of source 
i investigated: (a) radio and 
ipaper advertising (b) inform a- 
from personal sources, 
e 200 products investigated are 
rifled in 6 groups — (1) elec- 
al appliances (21 textile 
ucts (3) foodstuffs (4) cleaning 


and disinfecting products (5) 
preparation for personal use (6) 
services. 

For each classification, we put 
questions to those interviewed to 
check their awareness of the 
current means of communication 
being employed, and we also asked 
their opinion on which forms were 
most desirable. (There is a need for 
comprehensive research on the 
communication ohannels which 
should be used by the various 
manufacturers, depending on their 
products.) 

Actual exposure 

It is found that a big percentage of 
the population is exposed to all the 
sources of information, although not 
very frequently. The greatest ex- 
posure Is to the radio, followed by 
the press, and then conversation 
with friends, relatives and 
neighbours. The order is reversed, 
when people are asked which were 
the most desirable sources of Infor- 
mation. The biggest group put con- 
versation first, the Press came 
next, and radio was last (see table) . 

Furthermore, the percentage 
which said It is desirable to be ex- 
posed to all these sources of infor- 
mation was bigger than the percen- 
tage actually exposed to all three. It 
was found that the public's opinion 
of the products on the market is 
generally positive, but their opinion 
of services offered is less positive 
(see table). 

If companies improve their ser- 
vices and products,. and strive to in- 
crease the public's awareness of 
these products and services, and 
also improvements introduced in 
them, they will have an equal 
chance of gaining the public’s ap- 
proval. Trust placed by the public in 
a company in the past is no 
guarantee of such trust in the 
future.

980 — buyers’ market

Ve are all agreed, I think, that 
?d advertising la that which 
ngs the potential customer to 
■ different markets. 

(n recent days we have been 
tnessing a trend toward dlgress- 
g from this Important rule. We 
Lve encountered image adver- 
glng (through various media), 
.med at establishing a long range 
•putation. This type of advertising 
as not yielded immediate fruits. It 
as had a cumulative value, devoid 
f any immediate motivation of the 
lient to make his way to the 
various sales points. Rather, has it 
:reated a positive, overall market 
consciousness. 

It is natural that this type of 

advertising should be characterized 
by aesthetically pleasing ads. 
somowhat on the refined side. True, 
much thought and originality of ap- 
proach went into the making of 
these ads. but one aspect was con- 
spicuous by Us absence — the "hard 
sell'* approach. In the positive sense 
of the term. 

In the coming period we shall be 
witnessing a tendency to return to 
advertising recognized as part and 
parcel of the marketing system. 
This trend already began several 


months back with the advent of MK 
Yigal Hurvitz as Minister of 
Finance. His declarations on the 
necessity to "preserve the value of 
the Israel Pound" caused widescaie 
repercussions whose influence will 
be felt throughout all of 1980 when 
the market will be transformed 
from a sellers' to a buyers' market. 

What does this mean? The 
process commences with the poten- 
tial customer. Suddenly there la a 
different attitude toward him. Of a 
sudden, people are attempting to 
supply him with more than "end of 
season sales." The consumer feels 
he is important, that people are 
prepared to meet him halfway (at 
times even going to extremes In that 
respect), in order to have him un- 
clench his fiat and buy. There is. on 
the other side, a transformation in 
the attitude of the advertising 
customer. He now tends to approve 
smaller budgets than during the 
preceding year (and it must be kept 
in mind that production and adver- 
tising rates have almost doubled). 
He doesn't want to reach the danger 
point whore advertising expen- 
diture will not justify the purpose it 
was intended for. as sales have not 
risen accordingly.

Economic establish- 
ment must be corrected 

Mr. Lahat called on manufac- 
turers to redouble their efforts in 
the next ten years, which will be 
crucial to the quality of life in this 
country. The Mayor used the oppor- 
tunity to preach a little Zionism: ' 
"We must strive to make our coun- 
try a country with a quality of life 
attractive to Jews in the Diaspora. 
We must narrow the social ine- 
qualities and relate to the 
achievements of workers, in accor- 
dance with their qualifications and 
abilities.

The 
economic establishment must be set 
to rights. 

“We shall overcome” 

Noah Moses, EdItor-in-Ghief of 
Yediot Aharonot. spoke on a per- 
sonal note: "I have been in jour- 
nalism 40 years, and have seen 
many ups and downs in this coun- 
try. At the moment, we are in a dif- 
ficult period, but we shall overcome 

— we have had more difficult 
periods. And do not forget the im- 
portant event of the last few years 

— the signing of a peace treaty with 
Egypt. We shall emerge from the 
mists to the bright uplands." 

Jacob Reemy. chairman of the 
Advertisers Association, spoke on 
truth in advertising, which he felt 
was the need of the hour. "You can't 
fool all of the people, ail of the time" 
he said, "and that is the basic idea

in the Most Preferred Product poll.

Importance of polls 

David Admon, chairman of 
Advertising Association, was also 
concerned with public opinion polls. 
He rcveAled that El Al, then con- 
cerned with rehabilitating the com- 
pany (or of closing It down), was in- 
terested in the public's opinion, and 
even conducted a poll on the sub- 
ject. The poll revealed that 70*/li of 
■the Israel public believed that, even 
if the company was closed down, the 
company's handling of the situation 
had been correct. Only 7% thought 
the company had been wrong. 
Twenty-nine per cent thought the 
company had been right, but 
nevertheless hoped that the com- 
pany would not be closed. Eighteen 
per cent did not know. 

Yair Rotlevi, a member of the 
presidium of the Manufacturers' 
Association, also expressed the 
hope that the Israel economy would 
pull Itself out of its present dif- 
ficulties, and go on to better things. 
Eli Horowitz, General Manager of 
Teva, offered thanks on behalf of 
the award winners. Shlomo Felns- 
tein was in charge of the poll, and 
Dan Kaner was master of 
ceremonies. After the speeches, the 
certificates were distributed. If one 
judged by the expression on their 
faces, the award winners were a 
very proud group of industrialists 
and manufacturers, justifiably' 
pleased with their achievement.

Far reaching consumer polling, 
inducted methodically and objec- 
Ively — and which point with cer- 
alnty to consumer attitudes as to 


product superiority or inferiority — 
is one of the most important in- 
struments in determining producer 
and product status amongst the con- 
sumer target public. It is. however, 
of maxima] Importance to become 
acquainted with the attitudes of the 
consumer population as to the arti- 
cle entitled to the honour of being in 
the "Most Preferred Product” 
category. 

In these days, when a decided 
slowdown In sales has taken place 
and the battle over the customer's 
purchasing power is growing in in- 
tensity. it is of the utmost impor- 
tance to determine which product 
has attained the reputation of being 
the "Most Preferred Product." 

With consumer purchasing power 
on the downgrade, the potential 
customer is becoming more selec- 
tive, and is seeking the greatest 
value for the “little money” 


The consumer develops defence 
mechanisms against the adver- 
tiser's brainwashing and the extoll- 
ing of the virtues of his marketable 
articles. The same potential 
customer is. however, open to ob- 
jective information attained 
through broad based polling which 
indicates to him which Is Indeed the 
"Most Preferred Product."

Good Value for 
iYour Money 


This situation makes it incumbent 
upon the advertising agencies to 
weigh well the advertising channels 
into which their clients' budgets are 
to be funnelled. The possibility 
might arise where It would be 
preferable to channel a film budget 
into the press Instead, as the poten- 
tial buyers of the advertised 
product may not be in a position to 
attend the cinema too frequently. 

It might be necessary to direct a 

“jingles” budget toward the 


newspapers, as the time may be In- 
appropriate for a "phonetic'' 
penetration of the market, and 
where a specialized sales cam- 
paign. of a type which will 
give the client full value for his 
money, would go over better. 

We appear to be experiencing a 
kind of "shock period" with little 
advertising. Once this period 
passes, in another two months or so, 
some advertisers will have to adjust 
themselves to the altered position of 
their product on the general scene. 
Even products which had been built 
around the purely aesthetic aspect, 
or the cultivated, pampered taste of 
the client, will be obliged to Jump 


onto the discount bandwagon, on 
economizing, on "good value for 
your money." 

This is where polls and public opi- 
nion research, such as the "Most 
Preferred Product" category, enter 
the picture. In the period we are 
now entering it is of the utmost im- 
portance to engage in statistical 
research, and to create positive 
'public attitudes toward the various 
products, Only those products Im- 
bedded in the public's con- 
sciousness have any prospect of be- 
ing sought alter and sold. In the last 
analysis, the public opinion sampl- 
ing constitutes the representative 
attitude of the general public. 


Emphasis on Stability 


By basing himself on the daily fin- 
dings. the candidate could either 
alter or adapt bis stand, depending 
on whether, in his address before a 
black audience, he had made a slip 
of the tongue, or had hit the bull’s 
eye on a visit to a Jewish section of 
Brooklyn. The conclusion reached 
by Gart — the cllcheed approach in 
public opinion gathering no longer 
suffices in the dizzying tempo of 


political events as reflected round 
Ihc clock In the media. 

The "Most Preferred Product" 
Poll run by Yediot Aharonot falls 
into a totally different category of 
public opinion polling. Here the 
emphasis is on stability rather than 
fluidity. Indeed, almost every year 
one encounters the selfsame firms 
and services leading the field.

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Turning a deaf ear 


THOSE WHO wear glasses or con- 
‘-tact lenses aren’t afraid to admit 
that without them they are often 
, lost and can’t see a thing. But when 
.- it cornea to hearing problems, peo- 
ple are inclined to cover up the fact 
: that their hearing isn't what it 
Should be. Consequently, hearing 
'’aids are usually worn with much 
;*fess enthusiasm than spectacles. 

4 This reticence is a pity since in 
many cases a hearing deficiency 
can be greatly Improved. Also, in 
circumstances, otherwise 

* progressive hearing damage can be 
''reversed, or at least halted, if cer- 

tain common-sense preventive 
/.measures are adopted. 

In an adult, untreated deafness in 
r 'both ears is. of course, a serious 
handicap: deafness involving one 
ear only is usually not such a dls- 
' 'ability as long as the individual 
.. . learns to use his good ear to its full 
- .-extent. 

r-.'To learn how hearing trouble 
may arise and what can be done 
about it one should be familiar with 
the process of normal hearing. 

- Sound waves are collected by the 
outer ear and then passed along the 
. external ear canal to the ear drum, 
which vibrates in response. These 
vibrations are conducted in turn 
across the middle part of the ear by 
an Interlinked chain of three tiny 
hones which connect the ear drum 
with the innermost section of the 
ear. This latter connection is 
effected by the specially shaped 
end of the third of these bones — the 
stapes — which transmits the 
vibrations Into the fluid of the Inner 
'.ear cavities. 

* “ Movement of this fluid then 
, stimulates delicate hair cells in the 

cochlea, the hearing organ situated 
•-.-in the inner ear. Impulses from 
these evils move along the fibres of 
the auditory ‘nerve to the brain 
where they are finally interpreted 
as sound. These hair cells are so 
specialized that it is thought that 
each cell only responds to a specific 
sound frequency. .... 

Any disruption of this process 
may cause either a temporary or 
more permanent hearing distur- 
bance. The type and severity of this 
will, of course, depend on the loca- 
tion, nature and duration of the dis- 
ruption. 

Deafness due to causes arising in

the external or middle ear is called 
conductive; and that from factors 
in the cochlea, auditory nerve, or 
brain, perceptive (sensorf-neural) 
deafness. There Is a range of tests 
available to doctors which allows 
them to differentiate between these 
two types. 


IF THE external canal becomes 
blocked — by wax or secretions 
from a skin infection for example — 
then temporary conductive 
deafness of a varying degree 
results until the blockage is remov- 
ed. Any inflammation of the middle 
ear ion the other side of the drum 
from the canal) such as acute 
bacterial, or serious otitis media 
(the “glue" ear of children which I 
dealt with In a previous article), 
may also cause deafness by in- 
terference with efficient middle ear 
sound conduction. 

Usually this clears up with the in- 
fection but In cases of chronic or 
repeated infection, middle-ear 
tissue damage may cause perma- 
nent hearing damage, too. 

Trauma to the middle ear, for ex- 
ample as a result of unskilled 
syringing attempts or injudicious 
poking about to extract a foreign 
body in the canal, can also explain a 
hearing loss which is usually short- 
lived. A rare disease affecting the 
three small bones — otosclerosis — 
makes them abnormally hard and 
less able to conduct sound 
vibrations, leading to severe con- 
ductive deafness. 

Various intricate operations have 
been devised to restore hearing for 
this condition in which the stape Is 
often removed and a plastic 
prosthesis inserted; this usually 
results in an improvement. 


FT IS the cases of two-sided middle 
ear infection that pose the greatest 
problems as regards treatment but 
here, too, tremendous surgical 
strides have been made. In some 
cases, it is possible to operate, 
remove all the foci of infection, and 
reconstruct the destroyed chain of 
conducting bones with substitute 
materials — often with encouraging 


results. 

The perceptive form of deafness 
often affects a patient differently 
from conductive deafness. When it 
occurs in both ears, the sufferer is 
unable to make out clearly what 
people are saying. Be hears the 
noise all right, but the words are all 
mixed up. Social gatherings 
become a babbled nightmare, but 
talking to one person against a 
quiet background may be quite 
possible. 

The commonest type of this 
deafness occurs in old people where 
it is thought to' he due to the aging of 
the sensitive hair cells. Another 
cause is Meni&re’s disease, an un- 
pleasant condition characterized by 
periodic attacks of vertigo, nausea, 
vomiting and noises In the ear. The 
course of the disorder is unpredic- 
table. but if the attacks continue, 
inner-ear deafness inevitably 
develops. 

Another most important cause Is 
trauma — due to sound itself, 
resulting In a condition sometimes 
known as phonal trauma. 

Exposure to high-pitched noise Is 
particularly hazardous for certain 
people who seem to be more 
vulnerable than others to this type 
of injury. It is classically seen in 
those exposed to aircraft noise, 
where a characteristic high fre- 
quency loss makes the diagnosis ob- 
vious. Here, emphasis on preven- 
tion is the order of the day and 
anybody who works in unusually 
loud surroundings cannot be ad- 
vised too strongly about wearing 
ear protection if they' want to 
safeguard their bearing.’ 

It’s important to point out that 
phonal trauma may develop in- 
sidiously. 

Sens art-neural deafness may also 
occur asrthe result of a stroke, and 
other rarer causes include certain 
vinos infections, tumours, and the 
side-effect of some uncommonly 
prescribed drugs. 

Treatment of established Inner- 
ear deafness is often problematic, 
especially if it is bilateral. A hear- 
ing aid, so often extremely effective 
in conductive cases. Is of leas value 
here since it also amplifies 
background noise and this doesn't 
h elp wit h discrimination of sounds. 
As in all forms of deafness, lip- 
reading ability Is of great value.

However there were some 
cases where bereaved parents ex- 
ploited their rights of inheritance In 
order to dictate conditions to, and 
extract promises from, their 
widowed daughters-in-law, and 
generally to interfere with the up- 
bringing of their grandchildren. 

This compounded tragedies by 
straining relations which 
sometimes led to outright splits in 
families.

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Farmers want Cal to become 
country’s only cargo airline

...TeL AVIV. — El AI will face a new 
, crisis In the next few days when 
.‘-Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz 
'.“may force it to relinquish its cargo 
•operations and transfer them to 
. Cal. the cargo airline owned by the 
.'.farming community. 

Discussions Hurvitz held with the 
farmers and Cal officials left him 
, .'convinced that El Al must stop its 
"own cargo operations,' It is learned 
._from farming circles. 

V* Hurvitz Is to meet with Cal and El 
..A l officials soon to reach a final 
■'-decision in the matter. The minister 
“ Is expected to offer El Al the choice 
of becoming a 50 per cent partner in 
Cal or transferring all its cargo 
1 operations to Cal, which will then 
. become the national cargo airline. 

If El Al refuses to accept either of 
these options, the minister Is ex* 
pected to 'grant Cal the right to 
become an independent cargo air- 
line. without any connection to El 
Al. TUI now Cal was not allowed to 
charter any cargo planes without 
giving El Al first refusal rights. 

According to farming circles 
'these "forced connections 1 ' with El 
Al operated to the detriment of Cal. 
which always received the older 
planes from El Al while El Al kept 
■the newer models. 

After becoming entirely indepen- 
dent, Cal plans to charter new 
cargo planes at cut-rate prices on a 
long-term basis. 


After the disastrous agricultural 
export season, which ends in a few 
weeks, the management of Agrexco 
plans to make some vigorous 
changes, which will allow it next 
season to use at least five Jumbo 
flights per day during the peak of 
the export season, from the middle 
of November Ull middle of May. 

The dally use of five Jumbo 
planes per day was the export 
target of Agrexco for the current 
season, but a spate of bad luck 
prevented this. Bad weather and 
the economic crisis of the 
agricultural sector brought about a 
tremendous drop In exports. 
Instead of filling five Jumbo planes 
per day. the average pay load was 
only enough for two and a half 
planes. 

Cal Is owned 50 per cent by the 
Histadrut's Agricultural Centre 
and 50 per cent by the various 
agricultural marketing and produc- 
tion boards. 

Despite the fact that because of 
the bad season, the price of 
transporting produce by Cal is ex- 
pected ta average about 51,200 per 
ton. the farmers all support Cal and 
Its demand for complete In- 
dependence from El Al. Farming 
organization leaders say that with 
Cal becoming the national cargo 
line, prices of air freights to and 
from the country will drop con- 
siderably, which will benefit all ex- 
ports. and not only those of the 
farmers.

Building breakthrough

A new building system designed 
by the Public Works Department is 
being used to double the height of a 
two-storey telephone exchange in 
Kiron by straddling it with a steel 
bridge. 

The existing building was con- 
structed 20 years ago without provi- 
sion for adding more stories. The 
new system, designed by Prof. Eli 
Ron, chief building engineer at the 
PWD, permits the addition of an in- 
dependent two-storey building 
above the old structure. Although 
the two structures do not actually 
touch, an architectural design by 
the PWD’s chief architect, 


Mordechai Shoshanl, gives them 
the appearance of one structure. 

The new system permits daily 
work to be carried out in the ex- 
isting structure while construction 
work goes on above it. Savings In 
land acquisition and development 
of a new infrastructure are es- 
timated at ILSra. by the PWD. 

The system has world-wide 
application, according to Avlmar 
Gil. PWD deputy director and head 
of its building directorate, who 
termed it revolutionary. "It opens 
new vistas for construction In built- 
up areas and complicated expan- 
sions," he said. “It can be used to 
enlarge an existing structure 
without relocating its inhabitants 
while work is being carried outi" 


Sir James Goldsmith 
makes £220m. bid 
to buy U.S. firm 


LONDON, (UK). — Financier Sir^ 
James Goldsmith, whose empire 
covers banking, real estate, and the 
world's third-largest supermarket 
operation, was said by financial ex- 
perts yesterday to be making a 
£220m. (5501.6m.) takeover raid in 
the U.S. 

Sir James* proposed target was 
reported to be the Diamond Inter- 
national group, which has sales of 
51.026b. and is involved in packag- 
ing, timber and building materials. 

A spokesman for Sir James' 
Cavenham Holdings said that 
Cavenham already controls 5.56 per 
cent of Diamond and has said it 
may bid for the rest to frustrate a 
proposed get-together between the 
American group and another U.S. 
company. 

The move comes after last week's 
sales of Bovril and French food 
manufacturing interests, which are 
expected to raise over 4100m. 
($228m.) by Cavenham. 

German bond dealers 
charged with fraud 

FRANKFURT (Reuter). — Six 
bond dealers from four leading 
West German banks have been 
arrested in a fraud scheme in- 
volving more than 70m. marks 
tISl67m.). a Frankfurt public 
prosecutor said yesterday. 

Public prosecutor Karl Heinrich 
Hentschel said a seventh dealer 
suspected of the fraud, in which 
fixed-interest ' securities were il- 
legally sold, might have fled the 
country. 

Two million marks (IS4.8m.> 
were frozen in bank accounts after 
officials searched the homes and of- 
fices of suspects last week, banking 
sources said.

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After Vance 


IT IS A TRIBUTE to the fine statesmanship of Cyrus Vance that 
his surprise resignation from the post of secretary of state on 
Monday seemed to have made no-one happy. Spokesmen of op- 
posing persuasions have joined in expressing sorrow over his 
departure. Thus, although Mr. Vance was a confirmed dove in 
office, he never made the hawks his enemies. 

Mr. Vance quit his post for reasons of principle, in protest 
over America’s rescue attempt in Iran, even before it came to 
grief. Tet those, In Israel for example, who welcomed that bold 
operation as proof of a reawakened American resolve, have ex- 1 
pressed genuine sadness on learning of Mr. Vance’s exit. 

Premier Begin described him as a friend of Israel, which no 
doubt he was, even when he took umbrage at his government's 
policies. 

He was, as noted by Moshe Dayan, another foreign minister 
who resigned in a dispute of principle, a perfect gentleman. 
That made him a member of a breed all too rare nowadays. His 
absence could not fail to make Mr. Carter the poorer, in more 
than one sense. 

Vet Mr. Vance’s adieu does not, as commentators have 
already suggested, bode any drastic change in the direction of 
U.S. policy, certainly not in the short run — which is all that Mr. 
Carter has got left in his present term anyway. This is no less 
true for those areas that are of immediate interest to Israel. 

The cheerful expectation in some circles that the issue of the 
autonomy (also called the Palestine problem) will now be 
relegated to the “back-burner,” may be dismissed as wishful 
thinking. Oddly, it keeps springing back to life, though it has 
been stifled repeatedly since, the Khomeini takeover in Iran. 

Priorities may be juggled now and then, but there is no reason 
to assume that the apparent ascendancy of the Brzezinski 
school -of -hard- knocks will cause the autonomy to be treated 
with benign neglect from Washington. The best that Israel can 
now hope for is that the new secretary of state, whoever he turns 
out to be, will not proceed on the thesis that Israeli concessions 
are the key to Moslem -friendship with America. 

In any case, even If the U.S. had left the autonomy stage en- 
tirely to the parties directly concerned, or merely withdrawn to 
the wings, Israel would still have Egypt to contend with in cen- 
tre stage. 

Egypt itself has lately been showing some signs of fatigue 
over the issue — and some exasperation with the Palestinians, 
who won't cooperate. But that does not mean that Egypt is about 
to divorce itself from the Palestinian cause, nor call the 
autonomy quits. 

It is rather that, as Anan Safadi notes elsewhere on this page, 
Egypt is prepared to scrap the grand design of an autonomy 
applicable at once to both the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. It 
will now make do not only with “Gaza First” but even, for a 
while, with “Gaza Alone." So long, that is, as the general prin- 
ciples of the self-governing administration have been agreed 
upon by the target date of May 28. 

This, reportedly, is what the Egyptians are about to submit to 
the Israelis and the Americans at the next round of talks open- 
ing in Herzliya tomorrow. If there is such agreement, it will 
justify, in retrospect, all the fuss created by Cairo over meeting 
the target date. 

Hie revised version of “Gaza First" would have tangible ad- 
vantages for Israel. Among other things, it would circumvent 
the thorny problem of the participation of East Jerusalemites in 
the election of the self-governing authority. It would have some 
disadvantages, too, which caused the cabinet to reject the 
earlier Version out of hand. 

But Mr. Begin pledged reconsideration of the basic idea to Mr. 
Sadat in Aswan last January. It would certainly merit such 
reconsideration now. 


Instigating violence 


THINGS are getting curiouser and curlouser in the West Bank. 

A rather vicious demagogue, claiming to be a defender of 
Jewish rights, defies an army ban and slips into Ram&llah with a 
handful of his few supporters — In order to advise the Arab peo- 
ple there that they should pack up and leave this Jewish coun- 
try. 

He easily achieves his purpose, which is to obtain publicity by 
I inciting the townspeople, angry over some earlier incidents, 
into a furious demonstration to protest the arrival of the unin- 
vited guest. 

Now how does the army handle this disgusting provocation? It 
lets the demagogue off with nary a rap on the knuckles — and 
goes on to disperse the demonstration with tear gas and clubs, 
and warning shots in the air. One young demonstrator is hit by a 
bullet supposedly shot in the air. 

In the end, Israel's police seize the man, a notorious disturber 
of the peace in such varied cities as Jerusalem and Hebron, and 
is planning to charge him — with a disturbance of the peace. 
This is fine. But why was the man not hustled away before he 
had a chance to start disturbing the peace? 

Faith in Israel's even-handed justice has received another 
blow. And so has belief in the viability of continued occupation.

THE MARATHON 


During* the autonomy talks which resume today in ; 
Herzliya, Egypt will attempt to accomplish a general 
definition of the autonomy framework, writes Post Middle 
East Affairs Editor ANAN SAFADL 


■TOP EGYPTIAN, Israeli and U.S. 
officials gather in Herzliya today to 
resume the stalled autonomy 
negotiations in an apparently relax- 
ed mood that contrasts sharply with 
the' hullabaloo that attached to the 
talks only a fortnight ago. . 

The Herzliya talks are scheduled 
to start two rounds of so-called non- 
stop marathon negotiations aimed 
at yielding a goodly measure- of 
progress towards the accomplish- 
ment of autonomy for the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip by May 26. 
That date w as originally spoken ot 
variedly as a deadline, a target 
date and a goal for the completion 
of the autonomy negotiations. The 
second round of talks Is planned to 
be held In Alexandria, tentatively 
on March 8, amid the possibility of 
breaking the non-stop marathon for 
such occasions as home con- 
sultations or sabbath weekends. 

When President Carter held his 
separate mini-summits In 
Washington with President Sadat 
and Premier 'Begin earlier this 
month It was agreed at the latter’s 
suggestion that the following 40 
days would be a period of intense 
negotiations. The explicit aim was 
to bring about some agreement: 
something, so to speak, for Sadat 
“to write home (and the Arab 
world) about." 

Two weeks have since passed. 
The Washington summits were 
strangely followed by a hiatus in 
the talks. 

The Egyptian leader, in par- 
ticular, bad rather markedly 
refrained from pressing for any im- 
mediate meetings. He suddenly 
was no longer In any rush to meet 
the May 26 date. Nor did Begin 
press tar earlier talks, though this 
was quite understandable — It has 
been his argument all along that the 
May 26 target date was never a 
deadline and that the “sky will not 
fall" if the talks were to go on 
beyond, perhaps even far beyond. 


that date. 

Realistically speaking, the 
change of climate in the talks in- 
dicates one of two possibilities. 
First, that the parties hardly have 
anything in common to talk about 
with regard to the autonomy except 
probably maintaining the momen- 
tum. The other possibility is that 
the gap between them over tbe 
same issue has become so narrow 
that they need no more than the 
next 26 days to bridge it — on the 
quiet. 


THIS SECOND possibility sounds 
too good to be .true. Before the 40 
days of Intense talks were agreed 
upon, Egypt and Israel were 
reported to have been locked over 
five key Issues, none ot which were 
apparently settled in the 
Washington talks. Those Issues 
were listed at the time as follows: 

• The status of Israeli settlements 
in the administered territories. 

• The question whether East 
Jerusalem Arabs should vote in tbe 
elections for the proposed self- 
governing authority In the ad- 
ministered territories. 

• The control of water resources in 
the territories, including the rele- 
vant stretch of the Jordan River on 
the West Bank. 

• Hie powers of the self-governing 
authority — whether executive and 
legislative, as Egypt would like, or 
merely administrative, as Israel in- 
sists. 

• Tbe overall security procedures, 
including the authority that IDF 
troops will exercise in the 
territories following their redeploy- 
ment, along with the withdrawal of 
Israeli military and civilian ad- 
ministration, as stipulated in the 
Camp David peace framework. 

All these points of difference re- 
main outstanding. Begin unilateral- 
ly handed to both the U.S. and 
Egypt a four-point document 
stating Israel's position regarding
